EDMONTON—The race is on 
to choose a new leader for the 
Alberta Liberal party. 

Last week four members of 
the Legislature announced that 
they will be in the running for 
the position made vacant by the 
recent resignation of Edmonton 
’ lawyer J, Harper Prowse. 

They are Richard Hall, Liber- 
al MLA for Athabasca riding; 
Abe W. Miller, MLA for Edmon- 
ton; J. Harold McLaughlin, MLA 
for Stony Plain, and J. W. Grant 
(MacEwan, MLA for Calgary. 
Their names were announced 
following a party caucus in Cal- 
gary. 

For the record, hate: isa brief 
biography sketch on each of the 
leadership hopefuls: 

Mr. Hall, serving his first 
term in the Legislature, is a na- 
tive of Edmonton, but has been 
in Athabasca for a number of 
years, as merchant and theatre 
operator. He served six years-as 
mayor of Athabasca ‘before be- 
ing elected to the Legislature. 

Mr. Miller, an Edmonton law- 
yer, was a city alderman from 
1951 until he retired from civic 
politics last year. He also is in 
his first term as an MLA. Ac- 
tive in welfare and community 
work, he also served on the mun- 
icipal hospital board here from 
1950 to 1954. 

Mr. McLaughlin, also a first- 
term MLA, was born in Edmon- 
ton and now lives. in Spruce 
Grove. He’s a registered seed 
grower, has been active in the 
Agriculture Institute of Canada, 
and is an enthusiastic outdoor 
sportsman. 

Mr. MacEwan, first elected to 
the House in 1955, is a former 
dean of agriculture at the Uni- 
versity of Manitoba and has been 
a Calgary alderman since 1958. 
In the Legislature, he often 
leads the Opposition’s attacks on 
government agricultural poli- 
cies. 

Liberal party officidls said 
other candidates have been ask- 
ed to let their names stand for 
the: leadership, and announce- 
ments are expected shortly. 
Among names mentioned as pos- 
sible contestants are Mayors 
William Hawrelak of Edmonton 
and Don Mackay of Calgary. 

Of the four who have entered 
the race so far, Mr. MacEwan 
was the only one who had been 
mentioned previously. He is one 
of the more talkative members 
of the Opposition, and when he 
takes part in a debate his speech- 
es are often lengthy. 

Mr. Hall, on the other hand, 
is always brief and to the point. 
He can be critical without being 
nasty, and he doesn’t speak. un- 
less he has something to say. As 
a result, government members 
listen attentively when he 
speaks 

Mr. McLaughlin also is a man 
of few words, but when he has 
something to say he puts it 
across in no uncertain terms. He 
often takes the government to 
task on fish and wildlife man- 
agement policies. 


Mr. Miller is the Liberal 
party’s. one-man commando 
force. ‘When he criticizes the 


government on any issue, he 
uses his quick wit, his sharp 
tongue and his nimble vocabu- 
lary with devastating results.

In this my first report to you 
from Parliament Hill I would 
like to tell you something about 
the Speech from the Throne. 

The Speech from the Throne 
was very comprehensive. and 
contained many points~ which 
the government will implement 
in legislation as the Session pro- 
gresses. Some of these points 
that are of particular interest are 
a substantial Works Programme, 
measures to encourage the devel- 
opment and processing of raw 
materials measure to establish 
research in our Artic areas, a 
measure to establish an agency 
for the assistance of small busi- 
ness, increased mortgage mon- 
eys, Federal payments to imple- 
ment the National Hospitaliza- 
tion Gcheme, measures for the 
assistance of Agriculture, the 
introduction of a Bill of Rights 
and extended Unemployment 
benefits.

It may be that a more import- 
ant aspect of the Throne Speech 
is the manner in which the gov- 
ernment suggested to the coun- 
try that co-operation is expected 
from all branches of the econo- 
my to assist in maintaining the 
present level of stability. This, 
too, is a very democratic ap- 
proach: to many current prob- 
lems, while at the same-time al- 
lowing citizens the fullest pos- 
sible freedom of participation 
without the added costs of some 
form of control. 

During these first three seeks 
of the twenty-fourth Parliament 
the House of Commons has ef- 
fected measures to grant “Inter- 
im Supply” to increase the, a- 
mount of mortgage money to 
Central: Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation and increased the 
period for which benefits under 
the Unemployment Insurance Act 
can be paid. 

Concluding this first Report 
of the Twenty-fourth Parliament 
I wish to extend to the citizens 
of Battle River-Camrose my gra- 
titude for this opportunity to

Watch Out for Soil Erosion 
Land béing summerfallowed 
ig subject to erosion if it is not 
handled properly. Tillers. and 
discers pulled too fast pulverize 
the soil badly and leave it read 
to blow. Using the cultivator or 
other blade type of implement 
will tend to keép straw and 
trash near the surface to protect 
the soil. If a field does start to 


blow a_ bit, spreading a few 


loades of manure on the places 
where blowing starts will often 
stop it. 
Insects on Trees 

Again this year there are many 
reports: of insects damaging 
trees and ornamentals;:The in- 
secticides such as Malathion, 
Dieldrin, Heptachlor, etc., are 
very effective against all such 


insects when applied as a spray.’ 


Watch for early signs of damage 
and be prepared to spray if ne- 
cessary. 


Weed Control 


Weeds such as Toad Flax and. 


Leafy Spurge should be treated 
now if they are in patches small 
enough to handle with chemical. 


Larger patches in: fields should’, 


be .well- worked and kept black 


weeds which are susceptible 2, 
4-D, such as thistle, stink weed, 
pigweed, etc., in crops should be 
sprayed as soon as possible. In, 
the case of thistle it will probab- 
ly be necessary to spray them 
again later on. Wild buckwheat 
and tartary buckwheat - need 
heavier rates of treatment than 
the susceptible weeds and con- 
trol will probably. not be com- 
plete even then. 


Going to Be Short of Hay 

If thé hay crop looks, as if it 
will not be big enough this year, 
now is the time to do something 
about it. Green feed can be seed- 
ed now to provide extra feed. If 
pasture is the problem, a cover 
crop of oats can be used to pro- 
vide extra pasture. Don’t wait 
until it’s too late and then com- 


plain, do something now so that: 


no emergency will develop.
